Ap­ 
parently disgusted with them 
Jesus said, 
I told you, and 
you do not believe.” 
Per­ 
sons with a new message for 
the world still have the same 
problem. 
Jesus did not spend much 
time in Jerusalem. When He 
was 12 He first came to the 
temple. Later He was there 
to cleanse the temple. Still, 
as His ministry progressed, 
His words and deeds were 


well-known in the city. And 
no doubt many exaggerated 
rumors existed about Him. 
When Jesus told His crit­ 
ics who He was they didn’t 
believe Him. 
He had made 
many claims to deity. And 
certainly His acts were well- 
known. Unfortunately, these 
critics had the same problem 
people 
experience 
today. 
They were unwilling to be­ 
lieve Him; they were unwill 
ing to commit themselves to 
Him. 
Many witnessed His mir­ 
acles. 
However, too many 
failed to see 
behond the 
events to the power of God 
behind them. 
It has been 
said that miracles are the 
principal external proof of 
the divinity of a doctrine. 
Charles Darwin wrote, 
“The more we know of the 
fixed laws of nature the more 
incredible do 
miracles be­ 
come.” 
Paul Tillich added, 
■ ’Miracles are signs pointing 
fn *V.~ - 


power in nature and history.” 
Jesus promised security to 
those who believed in Him. 
But we must not only be­ 
lieve in Him, we must prac­ 
tice His way of living. 
In appealing for under­ 
standing, Jesus must have ex­

John describes 
how these 
people stoned Him and how 
some plotted to.kill Him.

papers for the world to know 
When Jesus showed up at 
the temple again He was ask­ 
ed to reveal His identity. Ap­ 
parently disgusted with them 
Jesus said, 
I told you, and 
you do not believe.” 
Per­ 
sons with a new message for 
the world still have the same 
problem. 
Jesus did not spend much 
time in Jerusalem. When He 
was 12 He first came to the 
temple. 
Later He was there 
to cleanse the temple. Still, 
as His ministry progressed, 
His words and deeds were 


well-known in the city. And 
no doubt many exaggerated 
rumors existed about Him. 
When Jesus told His crit­ 
ics who He was they didn’t 
believe Him.
